Much milder, much simpler than 
earlier years, freshman hazing, is 
back on the campus after a four- 
year post-war lapse. 

Governed by a six-point set of 
rules known as the "Freshman Code 
of Etiquette," hazing will see fresh- 
men, distinguished by buttons and 
pieces of green ribbon, pay their 
respects to upperclassmen by light- 
ing their cigarettes, offering. them 
seats, and 'in general being re- 
spectful and courteous to them."' 

Hazing Is being re-instltuted on' 
the campus "on an experimental 
basis," according , to BorlsiGerdav; 
sky, assistant chalrmah of" 'the 
Freshman Reception Committee. 
"The basis of the program is to 
single out freshmen so thai they 
will not feel that they are being 
neglected," he said. 

"In this way we will see to what 
extent we can make freshmen feel 
a part of the university," he said, 
noting that this is the first time 
in ten years that hazing has had 
the official backing of university 
authorities. 

Contrary to earlier reports, haz- 
ing, which starts tomorrow, will 
continue until noon, Saturday,. Oct. 
8. It will not be in effect, however, 
on Convocation Day, Thursday, 
Oct. 6. 

'•Upperclassmen are not permit- 
ted to ask a freshman to do any- 
thing outside the Code of Etiquette 
regulations," Gardavsky empha- 
sized, "nor are they to enforce the 
regulations In any way themselves." 

Upperclassmen will, however, re- 
port the names of any freshmen 
found violating code regulations to 
the Freshman Reception Committee 
office in the Union. Tuesday Oct. 11, 
has been set as the date for a mass 
trial to punish all delinquent frosh, 
who will be prosecuted and de- 
fended by law faculty under- 
graduates, It was announced. 

Code of Etiquette regulations fol- 
low: 

1. Every freshman must write his 
or her name on the "freshlc" but- 
ton and wear it for the duration of 
freshman activities. 
' 2. Freshmen must wear their 
green ribbons on the campus, for 
the men in place of their usual tie, 
and for the girls In their hair or 
around their necks. 

3. Freshmen must light an upper- 
classman's cigarette when asked. 

4. Freshmen must pay respect to 
upperclassmen by: a) Offering 



scats to them anywhere on campus 
grounds; b) letting upperclassmen 
precede them In any queue, except 
In regard to official appointments; 
d) giving way to upperclassmen on 
stairways and sidewalks; c) in gen- 
eral, being respectful and courteous 
to all upperclassmen. 

5. Freshmen must know all the 
McGill clubs and societies listed in 
the handbook and their funcfions. 

6. Freshmen must know the Mc- 
Gill songs listed In the Handbook.

Gazette where all copy passes 
through the hands of Mr. W 
Skancs\ who Is in charge ot The 
Gazette composing room. One edi- 
tor works with Gazette make-up 
men until about 2.30 a.m., several 
hours after all reporters are horn 
snoring. 

The Daily Is distributed about 
the campus first thing in the morn 
lug by the circulation department 
of The Gazette.

New Club Is Founded; 
All Freshmen Members

Formation of a "First Year Clubv 
tj help freshmen become better 
acquainted with campus activities 
was announced last night by Dave 
Floyer, chairman of the Freshman 
Reception Committee. 

The club will continue through 
out the year the function ot the 
committee. Freshmen themselves, 
however, will run the activities ori 
the advice of upperclassmen, he 
said. 

All students attending McGill for 
the first time in undergraduate 
courses automatically become mem- 
bers of the First Year Club. There 
will be no collection of fees. All ex- 
penses will be financed by the 
Students' Executive Council pend- 
ing approval of the new club's pro- 
posed budget, it was learned. 

The First Year Club makes no 
attempt to segregate the freshman 
from the other regular groups who 
take part in extra-curricular activi- 
ties on the. campus. Rather its pur; 
pose is to help Freshmen acquaint 
themselves with the many opport- 
unities available at McGill so that 
they make the fullest advantage of 
them, Floyer explained. 

Improvement due to criticism 
The idea of starting such a club 
was first thought of when several 
students voiced the criticism that 
Freshman Reception was formerly 
concentrated Into two packed 
weeks, and then the freshman were 
left entirely to their own devices. 
Under the guidance of Colin Mc- 
CaÛuùm, president of the S.E.C. 
and David Floyer, chairman of the 
Freshman Reception Committee, 
;;ians for the club were made, and 
a constitution was drawn up, the 
announcement said. 

The club will have no social 
function of Its own 'Which does not 
contribute in some vay towards 



helping the freshmen to merge with 
the student activities at McGill. A 
quesionalre will be filled out by 
freshmen at registration concerning 
their interests, hobbies and diffi- 
culties. • This form will be kept in 
the club's files and serve to inform 
McGlU's clubs to what extent the 
Frosh are Interested In their par- 
ticular activities, Floyer said. . 

The First Year Club will have 
its own executive,, elected from 
among the freshman class, who will 
then direct the activities ot the 
club throughout the college year, 
Every new student at McGill auto- 
matically becomes a member of the 
club, and will have the opportunity 
of helping to elect Its executive at 
a general meeting on Thursday, 
Oct. 13, the chairman said. 

An honorary executive will ac; 
a' an advsiory body to assist the 
freshmen executive In planning and 
organizing the activities of the club. 
The honorary executive will be 
composed of upperclassmen, not ex- 
ceeding 'ten iti number, who will 
be appointed by the honorary chair- 
man.

HAZING 



The re-introduction of hazing will be a 
leading feature in this year's Freshman Recep- 
tion program. In comparison with the hazing 
of earlier years at McGill and that now prac- 
ticed at other universities it will be limited and 
conservative. Nevertheless, after an absence 
from the McGill campus of several years, it will 
be something new and experimental. 

Its success will not depend alone on the en- 
forcement of the Code of Etiquette by the Fresh- 
man Reception Committee, but to a large extent 
on the attitude taken by uppcrclassmen. A half- 



hearted enforcement of hazing rules will result 
in a half-hearted response from the freshmen 
By energetically supporting the committee and 
playing their part in hazing the freshmen as 
provided for in the code, they can make a major 
contribution to the success of the reception. 

This year's freshmen class will become next 
year's uppcrclassmen. Their reaction to thi 
year's hazing will be reflected in the part they 
play next year.

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Less than a month after they first 
set foot on the campus, freshmen 
will be voting for members of their 
student government. These arc by- 
elections, as indicated in a story 
elsewhere in today's Daily. 

Most freshmen will find student 
government at McGill somewhat 
similar to that in their respective 
high schools, with the greatest dif- 
ference in most cases being the 
fact that the responsibility for uni- 
versity student self-government 
rests almost entirely with the 
students. 

The only check on student self- 
government is the fact that the 
constitution of the Students' Society 
declares that control of under- 
graduate activities is "subject to the 
University Statues and to he juris- 
dlclon of the Senate and of the 
several Facultés." 

The highest student government 
authority Is the Students' Exccut 
ivc Council. Every campus organiz- 
ation except athletics comes under 
control of the S.E.C. A separate 
combined faculty and student or- 
ganization governs athletics. 

Although few. people realize it, 
student government at McGill is 
"big business." Nearly $125,000 
comes under control of the elected 
. , tives of th studnt body, 
.ore councillors have mote 
ittle responsibility upon 
Iders. 

luncillors are elected in 
_ ... Each faculty elects its 
e-wn representative. Only students 
in Dentistry, for example, vote for

council members hold office for 
one year, commencing the first 
day of January. 

Presidential Election 
The fact that further elections 
come up the following March con- 
fuses most newcomers. These elect- 
ions are for the president of the 
3.E.C., who holds office from the 
fust of July for one year, and for 
executive members of the McGill 
Union (once known as the Men's 
Union) and the Women's Union 
(which is housed in Royal Victoria 
College). 

The vice-president of the S.E.C. 
is elected by council membe:s 
themselves from among their own 
number. 

The secretary-treasurer of the 
5.E.C. is a paid full-time employee 
appointed by the S.E.C. His office 
must be ratified by each succeed- 
ing council after he has been ap 
pointed. The secretary-treasurer -is 
n. A. Shackcll and his office is 
just inside the McGill Union en 
trance. 

Another officer of the S.E.C. is 
the comptroller, John Jeaklns, who 
is appointed by the university on 
the recommendation of the S.E.C. 
His job is to countersign all cheques 
that are issued In the name of the 
S.E.C. and see to It that there is 
proper authority for the issuing of 
such cheques. 

The Women's Union, an organlz 
ation which is a special branch of 
student government exclusively for 
women, has two representatives on 



which has higher authority on the 
campus than the Women's Union. 
One representative is elected by 
the women students in December. 
The other representative is the pre- 
sident of the Women's Union who 
is elected In March. 

The McGill Union 

The McGill Union tends to make 
things even more complicated. It 
was once exclusively a men's club 
but has now become a sort of com- 
bined city hall and community 
centre. The male undergraduates 
elect a president, vice-president and 
secretary to the executive of the 
McGill Union each March. The 
president of the executive is au- 
tomatically a member of the S.E.C. 
which has ultimate control of the 
Union within its constitution, which 
reads: "The management and con- 
trol of the McGill Union and all 
matters pertaining thereto, as clubs, 
cafeteria, shall tie In the hands of 
the Students' Executive Council 
through the president of the Union." 

Women students and students 
tnking post-graduate work were 
given representation' on the ex- 
ecutive of the McGill Union, known 
as the Union House Committee, 
last year. In return, they pay fees 
toward the upkeep of the Union. 

Another member of the S.E.C. 
is the editor-in-chief of The McGill 
Daily. He is appointed in March of 
each year by the retiring Managing 
Board of The Daily and be auto- 
matically takes a scat on the S.E.C. 
The Managing Board consists of the 
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Town Planning 
Courses Announced 



Vancouver.— (CUP) — Three uni- 
versities in Canada, Toronto, Mani- 
toba and Laval, will include town 
planning In their curricula to offset 



editor-in-chief, the managing editor 
and the news editor. The retiring 
Managing Board has the sole rigiit 
to appoint its successors, but the 
appointments are subject to the ap- 
proval of the S.E.C. 

Into the Night 

The S.E.C. meets every Wednes- 
day evening in the Board Room of 
the McGill Union and these meet- 
ings often go past midnight into 
the early hours of the morning. 
This and the fact that a summer 
committee of the SE.C. meets in 
the Union at regular intervals 
throughout the summer is not gen- 
erally realized by the student body. 
Without summer meetings it would 
be impossible to have all the ground 
<vork for the year's activities ready 
for the fall term. 

Most of the S.E.C. work is done 
by committees. The Freshmen Re- 
ception Committee, for example, is

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the shortage of trained personnel. 

They have done this on advice 
of a Vancouver man who has be- 
come one of the foremost teach- 
ers of town planning in the United 
States. 

He is John A. Parker, 40, head 
of the Department of City and 
Regional Planning, University of 
North Carolina, In Vancouver now 
after a six-weeks' tour of Canadian 
universities Interested in establish- 
ing master's degrees in town plan- 
ning. 

Mr. Parker says there Is a seri- 
ous shortage of trained personnel 
in Canadian town planning organi- 
zations, and consequently there is a 
tendency for groups interested in 
one phase of a community's plan to 
have the "whole say." 

"Development of more trained 
personnel would be a wonderful 
outlet for the increasing number 
of intelligent young people wish- 
ing to enter public service," he 
said. 

"But they must be absorbed upon 
completion of their training or they 
will be drained off to the U.S." 

He said University of B.C. author 
ities nrc interested in a town plan 
ning course, but have not yet an 
nounced definite plans.

Reaches 4,000 Mark 

Edmonton— (CUP) — Nearly 4,000 
Students will throng, the University 
of Alberta buildings this week. 

For an estimated 3,000 senior stu- 
dents It will mean a return to the 
books for another year. The fresh- 
men class this season is expected 
to be about 900. Officials said, al- 
though this will be a decline of 
about 200 from last year, there is 
•till overcrowding in some faculf 
ties. 

A considerable backlog of high

dated this year. "Few veteran stu> 
dents will enrol this fall," officials 
report. 

A "reprieve" from night lectures 
and "labs" is expected this year. 
With the expansion of facilities, 
especially in the engineering facul- 
ty there will be fewer night classes, 
Some evening sessions for third 
and fourth year engineers may be 
necessary, due to the very large 
enrolment, officials said. In educa- 
tion and arts and sciences, evening 
classes will be. cut out "almost en- 
tirely," officials said.

Old King Cook Celebrations 
Grandfather of Frosh Hazing 
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The hi-jinks at McGill all started 
with body-snatching— not that the 
medical students were robbing 
graves for fun, you understand 
but these "resurrectionists" explain 
King Cook, and King Cook wax the 
beginning of all the hazing tradl 
tion. 

You'll need some background 
on this so perhaps I'd better begin 
at the beginning. 

The Anatomy Act of 1835 had 
provided for medical schools to 
receive the cadavers of executed 
criminals and unidentified paupers 
for "dissection and anatomizing.'' 
but the Inspector of Anatomy In 
Quebec was a little lax In turning 
them Over to the University, and 
so the students were forced to . . . 
ah, dig up what they could them- 
selves. 

The law stated that there was no 
property In a dead body, so grave 
robbing was not punishable as a 
crime. The students were care- 
ful, of course, not to steal the cof- 
fin or the clothes. That would be 
theft. 

Tohogranlst Defy Death 
They set out on a dark night— 
preferably in winter when the 
ground was frozen and the corpses 
lay, uninterred, in the mortuary 
chapel in tiie cemetery awaiting 
the first thaw for burial. That 
way the "resurrectionists" didn't 
have to dig. 

The method was ingenious, if a 
trifle gruesome. Dressed in sport 
clothes and with toboggans they 
went to the cemetery, stole the 
bodies, dressed them In sports 
clothes, too, and then simply tobog 
ganed down the mountain from 
Cote des Neigea. Not only 'were 
they making a contribution to the 
science of anatomy, but the uni- 
versity paid 150 for each corpse, 
which helped with the fees. 

These expeditions met with the 
disapproval of the civic authorities 
but the Inspector of Anatomy was 
asleep at the switch, and the scar- 
city of subjects for dissection made 
this necessary. Of course the scar- 
city wasn't as serious as that which 
confronted a certain professor call- 
ed Rondelet at Montpellier in the 
seventeenth century. For want of 
any other subject he dissected the 
body of his own dead child before 
his classes. 

Stiff Pena'ltiei 
The grave robbing went on. Doc- 
tor Shepherd, head of McGiU's An- 
atomy Department, was regularly 
fined (again $50) for what they 
termed "an offence against de- 
dency." There might have been a 
far stiffer penalty had not James 
Cook, the Med. building janitor, 
hidden the corpses carefully in the 
basement of the building. 

And here's where it all lies in 
For his loyalty and invaluable ser- 
vices in this grave situation, James 
Cook gained the admiration of the 
students and so, in 1852 (and an 
nually thereafter) they made him 
gift of money— his share of the 
profits, I expect— and at an ejabo-

rate ceremony crowned him "King 
Cook I." 

These ceremonies were the first 
hi-jinks at McGill and the grand- 
father of freshmen initiations and 
hazing. 

His Imbecile Majesty 
The earliest program of these 
gala affairs I could find la in the 
possession of Miss Mudge, assistant 
secretary of the Faculty of Medi- 
cine- Dated 1S08, It announced the 
56th annual "Celebration Extraor- 
dinary in Justice to Cook Hex," 
who, after a sumptuous 12-course 
banquet, went through "Misfortune 
No. 1 Most Elaborate Coronation 
of His Imbecile Majesty King Cook, 
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N ye dim ages of the 
"fifties" there waa much 
bodle anaehing at ye 
olde McGill. Chlefe 
among ye bodle snatch- 
era was one ycelpt Cnok. 
keeper of the portals in ye 
Halls of Physlk. Albeit full 
many schollars were led to ye 
anclente courts yet well wlste 
ye said Cook knew how to 
keep ye secretes of ye bodle 
snatchers. 

Now forsooth, such worthle 
devotion ye merrle schollars 
would fain reward and on ye 
Eve of Ye Yuletlde revelrle 
thty did proffer him monies, 
and In atrange and diverse 
ways It waa given. 

From ye anclente cérémonie 
did sprlnr this prlncelie pa- 
geant "Ye Coronation of 
Kinge Cook." Even unto this 
daye do ye schollars crowne 
him yearlle and once again 
the tribe gathers to pale hom- 
age to ye Anclente Chlefe.

R.A., of the Fleet S.P.C.A.," re- 
plete with speeches, music and 
strictly medical celebration. 

In 1900 even more pomp charac- 
terized the affair and a note on the 
program requests that "Joy be un- 
refined!" A petition then present- 
ed to the. Royal Reprobate to com- 
mand the Installation of a bar in 
the dissecting room in the new 
Med. building for which Lord 
Strathcona had given $450,000 that 
year 'and which was advertised as 
"fully equipped." When it was 
finished, however, there was no 
bar in the dissecting room, even 
though Strathcona's generous 
amount was swelled by increased 
fees that year. The fee for the 
fifth (and last) year of medicine 
reached the exorbitant sum of $184 
—including a tactfully unexplain- 
ed charge labelled "Maternity Hos- 
pital." 

Big Cheese 
It was 1910 and cigarettees were 
10 for 10 cents. Brennan's, ca- 
tering to "particular men." were 
selling "a good fitting shirt and 
one that stands the wear and tear 
of the laundry" for 75 cents (with 
10 per cent, discount for students). 



Dr. Osier and Stephen Lcacock 
were wasting their sweetness on 
the desert air of McGill— a McGill 
which offered a course for a bache- 
lor's degree in "The Theory and 
Practice of Railways." The Grand 
Trunk Railway was the "Only 
double track system In Canada," 
the record passage from Liver- 
pool to Montreal was a little less 
than seven days, and King Cook 
(feter as the discoverer of the North 
Pole) was crowned "Fromage In 
Toto" of McGill. 

Hie menu for the occasion, like 
that for all the celebrations was 
less comical than anatomical and 
generally eminently unquotable ex- 
cept "Paris 'Greens, Agar-Agar 
Jelly, all sorts of other (Delerium) 
Trimmings, and Solar Plcxis 
Punch." 

REIQN OF KING COOK 
The original King Cook passed 
away in 1911 at the age of 85. When 
he came to McGill, he remembered, 
"potato shaws were still In the 
ground in that portion of the 
campus facing on Sherbrooke 
Street." All four classes (Botany, 
Law, Engineering, and Arts) were 
taught in the sole building the 
University had. The principal, Sir 
William Dawson, and the janitor 
both lived there. The whole Uni- 
versity had less than 25 students. 
Westmount was pastured land. 
About 220 cows grazed where the 
M.A.A.A. now stands on Peel Street, 
and a florist shop on St. Catherine 
Street was the only sign of civil- 
ization nearby. 

James Cook was succeeded by 
another Med. building janitor, 
George Clements, who reigned as 
King Cook II for some time. 
TOBIN. TITLES, AND TAR 
William Tobin, laboratory assist- 
ant in the Med. building, became 
King Cook III in 1914. and during 
a glorious reign of 12 years over 
his Aesculapian subject* was a re- 
cipient of many magnificent titles, 
and oddly presented gifts of money. 
The sum was always fairly large, 
and always presented in coppers. 
One year he received the «mwf*a 
In a barrel' of sawdust and molassM, 
another time in a barrel of tar. 

Mr. Tobln retired after 34 years 
of serylce to the University but 
still takes an interest in McGill. 
Interviewed him in connection with 
this story and found the old pro- 
grams he lent me — and his mar- 
vellous memory — vast reservoirs 
of Information. 

In 1914 he was dubbed "El Tobin 
of Mexico", the next year "Kaiser 
Cook III." A riotous parade of 
students in dissecting gowns as 
scmbled in the anatomy lab. of the 
Med. building, and, led by the tra- 
ditional tin whistle, bass drum, and 
harmonica band, marched down

Civil Service 
Commission 
Lands Grads 



Ottawa — (Special) — Some «00 
university graduates have been re- 
cruited by the Civil Service Com- 
mission in the last few months. 

Proof that the commission is 
"gunning" for the best in recruits 
is the fact that the 600 selections 
were made from more than 4.000 
applications received from 40 uni- 
versities and colleges. Many of 
these recent appointees are honor 
graduates, many possess a master's 
or doctor's degree. The majority 
entered the service at salaries 
ranging from $200 to $224 a 
month. 

The commission reported that 
this has been a peak year for as- 
signments although a shortage 
still exists In several fields, notably 
architecture, civil engineering, 
library science and veterinary 
science. It will be In the market 
again next year for top-drawer 
graduates though the jobs will be 
fewer. 

The number appointed this year 
was just about double the 1948 
figure but the total for 1950 is 
expected to drop sharply. The com- 
mission had previously held a 
number of positions open until 
better applicants were available 
but most of these have now been 
filled. 

New Graduates 

At the same time the commis- 
sion revealed that applicants for 
some of this year's jobs did not 
measure up to specifications so 
the.se posts will be held open for 
further competition next year. The 
commission is aiming, in most 
cases, at the new graduates. 

This year the bulk of appoint- 
ments went to graduates with 
scientific backgrounds. The De- 
partment of Agriculture claimed 
200, mostly from the agricultur- 
al colleges; the Departments of 
Mines and Resources, Public 
Works and Transport another 250, 
mostly graduates in civil engineer- 
ing and meteorology. About 100 
of the 600 appointments were 
grsduates with arts or commerce 
degrees.

Bushmen for 
Country Tour 



Toronto— (Special)— When a gco- 
grapher takes a ride in the country 
he doesn't Just notice green fields 
and rolling hills. He casts a criti 
cal eye over glacial deposits, land 
use, forest depletion and a host of 
other characteristics. While others 
might simply enjoy the scenery; 
one of the greatest thrills for him 
is a piece of pre-Cambrian rock. 

Forty-two students from the ge- 
ography department of the Univer- 
sity of Toronto have Just returned 
from a field trip In the Peter- 
borough area. They spent a week 
exploring the country by motor and 
by air, taking notes on land forms, 
grading, forestry and town plan- 
ning. 

"University training isn't all book 
learning." said Dr. D. F. Putnam, 
leader of the expedition. "Geogra- 
phy is the study of the world about 
you, and you can't learn that in 
a class room." 

Busman's Holiday 

The* gray-haired professor, who 
takes a busman's holiday each cum- 
mer doing field work, rose each 
morning at 0.30 o'clock for a swim. 
Most students were not energetic 
enough for that, he boasted, but 
they did make excursions Into the 
swamp at dawn, to pick up infor- 
mation. This was Just a minor rec- 
onnaissance before the nine-car 
contingent set off on the 125-mile 
daily cruise.

lime deposits and the interesting 
land formations. We took particu- 
lar note of the settlement pattern, 
and the frequent misuse of land, 
where forests had been depleted. 

Same Problem 

Peterborough, the students found, 
had the same problems of traffic, 
housing and services as Toronto, 
on a smaller scale. With 70 grade 
crossings and two stations in the 
heart of the city, the railway lines 
clutter the city, congesting traffic. 
The 'young men and women also 
studied industries, and how they 
affected such towns as Lindsay and 
Lakcficld, which they carefully 
mapped. 

"It's a pity the schools don't take 
a tip from us and give their pupils 
some small field trips in the city," 
said Dr. Putnam. "Trouble la ge- 
ography is taught so badly. In the 
schools because the teachers arc 
not specialists as they are in other 
subjects."

It's not news when a dog bites 
a man, nor it is news when a 
football team from McGill Univcr 
sity copies plays or strategy from 
the vaunted Notre Dame team.

And this is exactly what has 
happened. Frank Leahy, head 
coach and Athletic Director of the 
South Bend, Indiana, college pop- 
ularized the T formation, and coach 
of a team which has gone undo 
fcated for the past two seasons 
has borrowed something from Mc 
Gill. 

This thing that Dr. Leahy copied 
from McGill, is the "open huddle," 
an innovation of the Redmen's 
head coach Vic Obcck. Obcck 
started this three years ago during 
his first season as football mentor. 

In Obeck's "Open huddle," the 
men Instead of forming an oval, 
stand in two straight linces facing 
the line of scrimmage. The back 
line is composed of the backfield 
and ends, while the front line con- 
sists of the line men. To give the 
backfieldcrs and ends adequate 
vision this front row kneels down.

University to St. Catherine, along 
to Peel, up Peel and along Sher- 
brooke to the Union, leaving 
amazement, surprise, amusement, 
chaos, green paint, and over-turned 
tram-cars in its wake. 

At the Union there . was a huge 
banquet and later the coronation 
and entertainment. 

In 1016 two King Cook cere- 
monies look place. The regular one 
and a slightly tempered version 
presented at His Majesty's as part 
ot a benefit for the 148th (McGill) 
Overseas Battalion. 

Other years saw King Cook cre- 
ated Maharajah of Kootch Behar, 
Czar of Russia, and King of the 
Bulgars. (This last program more 
than hints that the medical stud-, 
cnts were at least as vulgar as Bui- 
gar, if not more so.) Medical pro- 
fessors were always mercilessly 
lampooned by many, it has' novjk 
come to pass, who have become 
McGill professors themselves. 

In 1923 King Cook (drastically 
censored) was part of a McGill 
Theatre Night at the St. Denis. The 
program also included a skit by 
Stephen Lcacock, "Behind the 
Beyond," with one T. H. Matthews 
(now the Registrar of a prominent 
University) in a leading role. The 
regular coronation took place that 
year in Phillips' Square. 

The King Cook Celebrations 
eventually became too rowdy and 
Rabelaisian and ceased in the late 
twenties. 

There are many eminent and 
dignified physicians and surgeons 
around now who remember the 
thrill of being Freshmen and hear- 
ing the traditional announcement 
"The King waits without," the ine- 
vitable reply "Without what?", and 
that mystic moment when two huge 
objects were rolled on stage and 
the Regal Renegade entered In 
state. These spacious days, like 
those when advertisements scream- 
ing "CHEW STAG TOBACCO" and 
"SUITS $15 TO $25" decorated the 
front page of The Dally, are gone 
forever.- , 



a committee appointed by the S.E.C 
Council meetings are generally 
closed, although any student can 
arrange to appear before the coun 
cil to make representation to it 
Two open meetings of the council 
must be held each year — one in 
the fall and one In the spring.
